the secretaryship of war, and Mr. Root 


• 
accepts. 


Is ftoocevelt'B Man 


Governor Roosevelt is credited with 


having named Mr. Root, after first hav- 
ing spoken, for General Greene. The 
story is that when the president asked 
him to suggest a capable New York- 
er he quickly spoke the name of Greene, 
and that when the president declared 
that none but a lawyer could have the 
place he named Mr. Root quick as a 
flash. 


New York, July 22—Elihu Root was 


bom February 15, 1845, in Clinton, 
Oneida county, N. Y. His father was 
a professor of mathematics in Hamilton 
college, and it was at that institution 
that Elihu Root was graduated. He 
was admitted to the bar shortly after 
was admitted to theb ar shortty after 
graduating and came to New York city 
to practice. He took up corporation 
and real esate law as hisi specialties. 
He was attorney for Judge Hilton in 
the Stewart will contest, and he repre- 
sented the Hamilton family in the pro- 
ceedings brought by Eva Mann as the 
widow of Robert Ray Hamilton. He 
was also employed in the Hoyt and 
Fayerweather will contests and repre- 
sented O'Brien and Clark in their suits 
against the city. In politics he has 
always been a republican, but not al- 
ways a machine man, having had sev- 
eral rows with Senator Platt, notably in 
1890, when the senator deprived him of 
his position as chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the 21st assembly 
district. The only time Mr. Root has 
been a candidate for an elective office 
•n-as in 1879, when he ran unsuccessfully 
for judge c-f the court of common pleas. 
He was appointed by President Arthur, 
in 1883, United States district attorney, 
in place of Stewart L. "Woodford, in the 
southern district of New York, remain- 
ing in office until 1885, when, Grcver 
Cleveland becoming president, he re- 
signed. In 1S71 he was an active mem- 
ber of the committee of 30 which worked 
to obtain reform in the 'city of New 
York, and in 1886 was chairman of the 
republican county committee of New 
York. He has always been politically 
associated with Governor Roosevelt, 
and when the latter was police com- 
missioner Mr. Root was selected 
by 


Mayor Strong to prosecute the charges 
against Commissioner Parker. He was 
prominent in the constitutional conven- 
tion, and many of the ideas now in the 
ccstitution originated with him. He ap- 
peared before 
the state convention 


v.hich named Roosevelt for governor, 
with an elaborate opinion to show that 
the question raised as to Roosevelt's 
eligibility had no foundation. The pres- 
ident offered Mr. Root the Spanish mis- 
sion prior to its 
tender to 
General 


Woodford. 
Mr. Root was also sug- 


gested as secretary of the interior and 
as ambassador to London, Last year 
he was talked of as a United States 
senatorial possibility. Mr. Root is pres- 
ident of the Union League club. He haa 
a charming wife, two boys and a young 
daughter. 


INTERNATIONAL PROPORTIONS 


The Italian Charge do Aflalrcs Calls at 


State Department with Reference 


to the Lynchlnc of Italians. 


Washington, July 22—The lynching of 


five Italians in Louisiana yesterday 
promises to assume- an international as- 
pect through the action of the Italian 
government. Count Vinchl, the Italian 
charge de affairs, called at the state 
department very early this morning and 
made representational to the officials 
concerning the atrocities. In order to 
get full information as basis for action 
by this government. Secretary Hay. 
telegraphed the governor of Louisiana 
for all the facts in the case. Count 
Vinchi's action is based on reports from 
Ihn Italian consular offices In Louisiana 
and the press reports. There is reason 
also to believe that the Italian foreign 
office is already fully Informed of the 
occurrence. It is probable, however, the 
representation, today is only prelimi- 
nary with a view to calling atentlon to 
the facts in case any protest or demand 
for reparation may follow.

Reply to "Round Robin" 


Washington, July 22.—The^fory from 


Manila, via Hong Kong, relating to ths 
Inadequacy of the hospital accommo- 
dations at Manila and the complaint on 
this subject as submitted by Chief Sur- 
geon Woodhull, created some resent- 
ment among certain army officials, while 
others were ready to admit that the 
point is exceedingly well taken.

There is a great deal of sickness, but 
most of it is dysentery, and I do not be- 
lieve that the situation is as serious as 
might be thought simply by looking at 
the percentage of the sick." 


Commissary General "Weston Is in 


.New York, and Colonel Alexander is 
acting in his place. 
On the complaint 


that dysentery among the troops is due 
to the fact that they receive the same 
rations given to soldiors in Alaska, he 
said: 


"It is true that the army ration la 


In Manila practically what it is in Al- 
aska. But the proportions of the ration 
differ in accordance with the sugges- 
tions of the officers in charge. 
In Al- 


aska the call is for more meat. In Ma- 
nila it ig more fruit. 
The call Is for 


those articles which the necessities of 
the climate dictate. ' One part of the 
ration is increased, another diminished. 


"The 
American soldiers, no matter 


where they may be, call for things tio 
which they were accustomed to in the 
United States. 
An army board in Ma- 


nila hag looked into this subject, and 
hag made recommendations on It by 
which we have always abided. The ra- 
tion given to the soldiers at Manila is 
not of itself calculated to produce dys- 
entery. 
That Is the disease .of tha 


climate. We knew that before we went to 
Manila, and nothing has occurred which, 
has not been expected." 


The war department has Issued a 


statement quoting certain dispatches 
from General Otis, in answer to the 
press correspondents' 
round robin. 


The text of the statement Js as follows1: 
General Otis, in a dispatch under dau 
'of July 20, says that the press corre- 
spondents demanded permission to 
cable that official reports misrepresent- 
ed conditions. This was denied. 


They then demanded to send, without 


reservation, facts found by them and 
their opinion. 
This was granted, if 


public interests were not imperilled. 
The answer was not satisfactory, and 
they therefore sent by mail to Hong 
Kong. 


General Otis cays he Is not conscious 


of sending misrepresenting reports, but 
thinks that his dispatches at times have 
been too conservative. 
The press af- 


fair appeared to i>e a threat. When, tha 
correspondents were asked to be in- 
formed wherein General Otis' dispatches 
were mlseading they offered nothing 
tangible, except that his conclusions 
Were unwarranted. 


When told that they were disregard- 


Ing military authority, it was apparent 
that they courted martyrdom, which It 
was unwise to give them. 


In a later dispatch General Otis says 


that the charges made by the-press cor- 
respondents are untrue. 
He adds that 


the most harmonious relations exist be- 
tween the army and the navy. 


Captain Barker of the navy, who suc- 


ceeded Admiral Dewey In command of 
the fleet, In pending the report of the 
commander of the Yorktown to the navy 
department, makes this indorsement: 
"I am pleased to note the cordial co- 
operation of army and navy." 


As bearing upon the statement that 


the operations of the navy have been 
minimized,'1 It may be staged that Gen- 
eral Otis has repeatedly recognized the 
work of the navy, as, for example, In his 
dispatch of June 15 last, In which ha 
•ays:

BROOKLYN STRIKE IS OVER 


The Strike in Manhattan is 
Practically Ended, Sched- 
ule Time Resumed, Al- 
most No Disturbance, 


New York, July 22— The strikr in 


Brooklyn is a thing of the past. The 
time schedule of the various surface 
roads was today restored and main- 
tained. Besides greased rails an oc- 
casional explosion of a torpedo placed 
to frighten the green motor-men noth- 
ing hindered the general operation, of 
the roads last night. While overt acts 
are no longer feared the .police have not 
been withdrawn, from, the cars. 


The railway strike in Manhattan, is 


also at an end practically. Everything 
is in the best of order today. There are 
no disturbances. The majority of the 
policemen have been released. The cars 
are running on schedule time. Almost 
a score of men who struck, but took no 
part in the demonstrations returned to 
work today. 


New York. July 22.— The Brooklyn 


strike is in such a condition as to give the 
Rapid Transit company much encour- 
agement. By actual Investigation it was 
found that fully 90 percent of the cars 
were running on most of the lines yes- 
terday. Few policemen were seen ac- 
companying the cars. Many still refuse 
to patronize tie surface lines on account 
of possible delays. The "L" roads are 
getting this patronage. The De Kail: 
avenue, Smith street and Franklin av- 
enue lines, which were not affected by 
the strike, ran extra cars to accommo- 
date the patronage. 


Policemen still guard the depots of the 


several lines. It is expected that they 
will be sent'back to the stations today or 
Sunday, and if this is done, little trouble 
will be anticipated with the strikers in 
the future.

•IN VACATION DAYS. 


Almost everybody takes a vacation 


during the heated season. Some visit 
the beaches, others go to tho mountains 
»r the country, but a growing class, is 
that which annually gofyi to the wrf.ds 
and lakes of New J£ng;Hnd to camp or 
live in some rudelv-corfiftructed cottage. 
"Roughing it," this is generally called, 
but why make it rougher than necessity 
requires? 


No outing is more health-giving than 


a week among the pines or at the lake- 
side, if proper conditions are maintained. 
You will miss the elegance and some of 
the comforts o.f home, but will he repaid 
by renewed strength of body and mind 
and an appetite that is surprising. 


This department has to do especially 


with that appetite, and I wish to give you 
ft few points on food and cooking in camp. 


First, as to ^le food: Take with you 


the things thai form the foundation of 
plain fo*d. You will have little use for 
pies, puddings and sweets, hut an every- 
day demand for Johnny cake, potatoes, 
onions and hearty dishes. If at a fishing 
resort, be sure the supply of nice sfelt 
pork is ample. Fish nowhere tastes so 
well as when well cooked In camp, and 
there is no reason why it should not be 
well prepared. 


When "roughing It" In a tent, a frying- 


pan, 
a kettle and some kind of a stove 


are essentials to the cook, but the stove is 
not always at hand. You must, however, 
have a substitute, and it can be found in 
the so-called camp stoves, or, perhaps, 
better, if your party party will take 
with you in the wagon that carries your 
traps an old stove top, with one length of 
funnel. The stove top can be placed on 
a raised foundation of stones, the fun- 
nel adjusted, and you are ready to be- 
gin keeping house, so far as fries and 
chowders are concerned. You still need 
an oven. The old-fashioned Dutch oven 
used by your grandmothers will fill the 
bill when placed before the coals, and 
for baked beans, baked fish or game, the 
hole in the ground with the sides careful- 
ly stoned can have no rival. Dig deep 
enough to take in your baking kettle, 
which should have a close-fitting top. 
When you desire to use this oven of 
earth, at night build over it a hot fiie 
of logs, and let it burn until a mass of 
coals; clean out the oven, put in your 
pot, brush over the coals and ashes, cov- 
ering well to a depth of several inches, 
and go to bed. In the morning take out 
the pot, and you have a delicious, hot 
meal ready for you. 


In baking beans in this way, prepare 


as for ordinary baking, but be sure that 
you put in a generous piece of pork and 
that the kettle is well filled with water. 


Game birds, like partridge, may be 


cooked in this oven without the use of 
the pot. Draw the bird, without remov- 
ing the feathers, and then roll it in soft 
clay, rubbing the clay well into the flown 
next the skin, until it forms a ball around 
the bird. Place this in the ashes, and 
cover as before. When done you will 
have a well-baked brick, which, when 
broken, discloses a nicely-cooked par- 
tridge, picked as clean as you could de- 
sire, the feathers having adhered to the 
clay. You may also roast any fish of 
good size—say three pounds in weight—in 
this way by first covering with grass or 
green leaves and then with clay. In cook- 
ing pan fish, use a pan of deep fat, hav- 
ing it smoking hot when you put in the 
fish, which you have previously rolled 
in meal. 


A fish chowder, to be at its best, re- 


quires the use of milk, but when in camp 
the condensed article can be substitut- 
ed. I have given a recipe for this chow- 
der in a previous number, and will not 
repeat, but do wish to suggest that if 
you make more than required for one 
meal, that you should put it carefully 
away, for it is better when warmed over 
than when first made. 


But I will not extend this talk to great- 


er length. Use good sense when camp- 
ing out. as elsewhere: exercise mod- 
erately the first day or two, sleep as long 
as you can, and your appeitite will faktj 
care of itself,

' - GREEN PEA CROQUETTES. 


"When green peas are growing a littlt 


ftld for the table, shell sufficient to meas- 
ure one pint. Boil them in Just suffi- 
cient salted water to cover until quit* 
tender, then drain and press through a 
sieve. In a saucepan melt one table- 
spoonful of butter, add two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, a little more than half »' 
teaspoonful of salt and one-quarter of 
a teaspoonful of white pepper. When 
mixed add the prepared peas and ten 
drops of onion-juice and stir until thick- 
ened. Add the yolk of one egg, well- 
beaten, stir for half a minute longer 
and take from the fire. Taste, and add 
more seasoning.if necessary, then spread 
on a platter and set away until cold and 
firm. Slightly flour the hands, and form 
small spoonfuls of the mixiture into cro- 
quettes. Dip each into slightly beaten 
egg, roll in sifted bread-crumbs and 
immerse in smoking-hot fat until golden, 
brown. Drain on unglazed paper and 
serve with a.cream sauce. 


Dried green peas may also be made 


Into croquettes. 
Pick them over and 


soak over night, tie losely in a piece of 
cheese-cloth and boil slowly in water 
until very soft, then drain and finish" a» 
with green peas. 


OMELET SOUFFLE. 


Separate the whites and "folks of six 


eggs, and put three of the yolks aside to 
use for some other purpose. Beat the 
remaining yolks w ith three table?poon- 
fuls of powdered sugar until light and 
*thick. To the whites add a pinch of salt 
and whip until stiff and dry. Over the 
whites pour the beaten yolks, sprinkle 
over one teaspoonful of lemon-juice 
or vanilla, and cut together, mixing with. 
as few strokes as possible, so as not to 
destroy the lightness. Heap on the dish 
in which it is to be served, dust thick- 
ly with powdered sugar, and place in a 
very hot oven until crusty on top, well 
puffed up, and lightly colored. This 
should not take over eighf minutes, or 
It will fall. Serve at once. 


APPLE WASHINGTON PIE. 


One egg, one cup sugar, one cup milk, 


piece of butter size of an egg, an4 two 
teaspoonf uls baking powder in about two 
cups of flour; bake in round layer pans; 
for the filling take one and. one-half cups 
granulated sugar, naif of a teaspoonfuf 
lemon extract, white of one egg, and on*, 
medium sized apple; grate the apple, 
then mix apple, sugar and egg, and bea* 
all together ^-ith a fork or spoon untij 
stiff as frosting; then when the cake i_ 
cold fill with this filling, using the sama 
for frosting. When the- apple is gratei 
it will turn brown, but as soon as.th^ 
sugar is added and is beaten it will turr 
white again—as white as any frostiag. 


CHICKEN POT PIE. 


Cut up a chicken as for fricasse, cut- 


ting out the largest bones, melt enough 
butter in a granite pan to cover the bot- 
tom. Dredge the chicken with salt, pep- 
per and flour; lay the pieces in the but- 
ter, and let them warm through ona 
hour, or until the;chicken is nearly done. 
Make a crust with one pint of flour, two 
teaepoonfuls baking powder, and half a 
teaspoonful salt; wet with milk lust 
stiff enough to roll out. Lay it over the 
chicken. Butter the inside of the cover, 
cover tightly and cook half an hour. 
Serve in the same dish or cut the crust 
in sections and serve all on. a platt«r. 


TURKEY DRESSING. 


Roll a pound of common crackers and 


season with sage, pepper and alittle salt; 
boil the gizzard, liver and heart with a 
good half-pound of fat salt pork cut into 
pieces. When tender chop all together 
very fine and stir into the cracker- 
crumbs, and moisten with the water the 
pork was bcftled in. Stir very lightly, 


! care being taken not to get it too wet. 
' If onion flavor is liked, chop_ an onion 
1 very fine and put it in.

SAVORY RICE CROQUETTES. 


Pick over and wash one-half cupful 


rice, put it'in a double boiler with one 
cupful of stock and one cupful and a 
quarter of tomato sauce. Cook,,stirring 
frequently, until the rice has absorbed 
all of the liquid. Then add two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, one teaspoonful salt, 
one-third of a teaspoonful of paprika, 
one teaspoonful of onion juice, the beat- 
en yolks of five aggs, and three ta~le- 
spoonfuls of grated cheese. Stir for five 
minutps, then take from the fire and 
turn out on a greased platter. Set aside 
until cold, then form into croquettes, dip 
in slightly beaten egg (yolk and white 
together), and roll in 
dried 
bread- 


crumbs. Fry in smoking hot fat and 
drain on unglazed paper. 


APPLE DUMPLING. 


Pare and core good sound apples; take 


light bread dough, roll into round pieces 
half an inct thick, and fold around each 
apple until well covered; put them into 
a greased plate and let rise for ten or 
fifteen minutes, then place in a steamer, 
cover and steam for an hour. Serve with 
hard sauce mads with one and one-half 
cups sugar, three-quarters of a cup of 
butter, beaten to a cream, flavor with 
one-half teaspoonful each of lemon and 
vanilla. 


DELICIOUS PUDDING. 


Butter a pudding dish, and sprinkle 


the bottom with finely minced candied 
temon and orange peel and a.very little 
ehrcdded'suet, then a thin layer of white 
bread, and so on until the dish is full. 
For a pint dish make a custard of one 
egg, one-half pint of milk and one table- 
spoonfui of sugar, and pour over the- 
pudding. ,,Bakft as slowly as possible for 
two hours. 


LEMON PIE. 


Line a deep plate with good, rich paste, 


and make the filling as follows: Grate the 
rind and add the juice of ona lemon, the 
yolks of two eggs, one cup of sugar, 
beaten well together, one cup of milk, 
and two crackers rolled fine; when,the 
pie is done, it will look like custard.Beat 
the whites of the two eggs to a stiff froth, 
add'one tablespoonful powdered sugar, 
spread on top and brown lightly.

THE PING REE EXPLOSION 


Pingree has made good his threat. 


'His open letter to Alger some weeks 
ago gave the impression that if Alger 
was forced from the cabinet the presi- 
dent would be loaded with the burden 
of the war department failures. It was 
a hint to the administration of what 
it might expect, and no doubt the 
president accomplished Alger's retire- 
ment expecting the contents of the 
Pingree vials of wrath. The question 
is. will Pingree's talk do any harm? 
Of course it will. It will aid materially 


the thing in earnest, but if some one 
should adopt it as an issue it might be 
found to be a winning' one. Thera is 
more of a tip to the democrats in the 
suggestion than Mr. Dawes thought. 
George Fred Williams' candidate for 
governor, supposed to be an anti-trust 
man, would have a very good vote-get- 
ting issue in this Boston and Albany 
lease. It is possible to seriously divide 
the state on this ns an issue. 


But would state ownership 'of the road 


be practical at this time? It would if 
present conditions were to remain for a 
reasonable period of years, but it is 
certain that present conditions would 
not be allowed to remain, not a twelve- 
month if corporate interests could upset 
them. The Boston and Albany once in 
the state's hands the state would find 
the fiercest competition directed against 
it and unless the state was prepared to 
meet that competitionn with weapons 
of a kind, state ownership of the Boston 
and Albany would fall and the idea cf 
public ownership suffer a serious set- 
back. 


However, the state should not, if pos- 


sible, allow the road to pass beyond its 
control. Probably it cannot pass be- 
yond its control under the general laws 
that provide for the sta.tf buying any 
railroad at a price fixed by a commis- 
sion appointed by the supreme court. 
It will be something to have this much 
of control, but such control will not pre- 
vent the expected loss to the state if 
the Central lease project becomes a 
fact. The lease in effect, the present 
business balance must be disturbed. 
The Boston and Albany will either 
stand still, dwindle or enjoy unprece- 
dented development. In the event of 
dwindling a section of the state and 
the state as a whole will be the loser; in 
event of development a section of the 
state will lose though the state .as a 
whole will gain. The Central can con- 
trol 
traffic 
crossing the state 
so 


as to monopolize the carrying trade. 
Just how the Central or Vanderbilt in- 
terests are moving in the direction of 
a gigantic monopoly is proven by the 
arrangement the other day to control 
in shaking confidence in the adminis-j tho DPlaware? Laokawanna and'w'est- 
tration, and, at the same time, will hurt 
Alger, Pingree and all concerned in the 
alleged exposure. While some heed will 
~hs paid to Alger and his man, Pingree, 
they will appear to the nation, not as 
"honest men making disclosures for 
high purposes, but as 
men saying 


mean things about the president, whose 
continued favor would have kept them 
muzzled. 
Unquestionably 
Pingree 


thinks he has found 
some excellent 


political capital for campaign purposes 
in Michigan, but he will find that its 
usefulness will decrease as time goes 
by. Just at present Pingree stands be- 
fore the country as a willful, erratic 
and very much disappointed autocratic 
reformer. Such men do not have great 
weight with the people. 


IN A NEW LIGHT •

All the indications are that if the 


present railroad competition in this 
state does not continue along the pres- 
ent natural lines that some section of 
the state will, for some time to come, 
be arrested in development.

Perhaps the Central would 
not care to accept the Boston and Al- 
bany with the present state option re- 
maining in force, yet no better thing 
could be done than insist on this if the 
lease must become a fact.

THAT HAILROAD LEASE 


There are two objections to the leas- 


Ing of the Boston and Albany railroad 
to the New York Central. One com^s 
from a portion of Boston and Albany 
stockholders and the other comes from 
the people, who arc interested either as 
favoring state ownership of the road or 
interested because they believe that the 
state would not be benefited by the 
road becoming a part of the Central 
eystem. We pointed out whfn the trans- 
fer was first announced that public 
ownership of the road would comr- to the 
front, sinccj the sin to has an option on 
it, to tnko its stock a par and 10 per 
cent interest. But it. was not expected 
that about tho first strong voice in 
favor of public ownership would bo 
the voice of ex-Senator Dawes of PHts- 
lield, Mr. Dawes says:

nity that should not be allowed to pass.

•when municipal, state and national 
ownership of great corporations 
for 


public service is being agitated, I am 
opposed to the state of Massachusetts 
losing whatever Interest she may have 
in this great property. I believe that 
'the sale of the road should be made a 
• campaign issue, and that the people- of 
| the state should bo aroused to tho con- 
ditions and rfsultn of the sale, whereby 
'the commonwealth practically losos all 
Its interest forevftr."

Excursions and picnics seem to be 


more plenty this year than ever before, 
and every pleasant, day many parties 
go out of the city for a few hours of 
enjoyment in the country, or at the 
parks. In connection with the subject, 
this solemn note of warning is sounded 
in "Good Health." a medical joiirnal of 
the popular sort: "Who ovor heard of 
a good-sized picnic that did not. bring 
a harvest to the doctors for several 
days aftorwa'rd? How much education 
will bo required before we can he made 
to believe that there is something better 
at picnics than eating unwholesome, in- 
digestible foods prepared with the spe- 
cial purpose of tickling the palate, when 
it is known full well by the majority 
of persons that this food must cause 
distress for hours afterward, and that 
it will not manufacture pure blood and 
good brains to think God's thoughts 
after him." 


It Costs Twice What It Should. 


The results of a single dietary study 


will show tjie general trend of the in- 
vestigations of Professor Atwater, the 
expert of the United States food com- 
mission. It was made in the family of 
a 
mechanic 
consisting 
of 
father, 


mother and three small daughters. Ac- 
cording to the standards the family 
should have had a little more than the 
daily food required by three men. This 
family paid for food at the rate of 
about $31 per month. 
Their rent was 


$12 per month. When the* man had 
work he earned about $50 per month. 
Deducting the cost of food and rent 
from this, only $7 per month remains 
for fuel, light, clothing and the nu- 
merous other requirements of a family. 
With good management in its purchase 
and preparation, food sufficient to meet 
the needs of a man at moderate work 
for a day can be obtained at a cost 
ranging from 15 cents to 20 cents. The 
food of the family of a well-to-do pro- 
fessional man, whose dietary was re- 
cently studied, cost IS cents per day, or 
but little more than half the cost of 
that family quoted in the table. By the 
proper expenditure of their money the 
New York family would have been able 
to buy their food for $15 to $20 instead 
of $30 per month. The purchase of con- 
densed milk, prepared flour, poultry 
and most kinds of fish, was unwise. 
Ordinary milk and flour, and 
the 


cheaper cuts of beef, would have been 
more economical. The amount of food 
purchased might well have been re- 
duced 25 per cent, and with some In- 
telligent substitution this would have 
effected the saving indicated. The cost 
of their living would have been ex- 
travagant for a well-to-do family, and 
for people in poverty such as theirs it 
was ruinous. 


In general, the investigation shows 


that we waste food in two ways. We 
throw away a great deal that might 
well be eaten, and we eat too much. 
The cure for the former mistake can be 
f&unc! only in more careful household 
ter evil must come from the more gen- 
eral spread of such information as is 
contained in the tables accompanying 
this article, and from an appreciation 
of the fact that in the matter of food, 
economy and frugality are not only re- 
spectable but eminently desirable in 
giving us healthful bodies and efficient 
minds.—B. W. Mayo in Ainslee's for 
July.

Slum Virtue* Are Naked 


Jealousy, envy and meanness wear no 


fine clothes and masquerade under no 
smooth speeches in the slums, says Ja- 
cob A. Riis in the August Atlantic. Often 
enough it is the very nakedness of the 
virtues also that makes us stumble in 
our judgment 
I am thinking of the 


"difficult case" that confronted some 
philanthropic friends of mine in a rear 
tenement on Twelfth street, in the per- 
son of an aged widow, quite seventy 
I should think, who worked uncom- 
plainingly for a sweater all day and 
far into the night, pinching and saving 
and stinted herself, with black bread 
and chiccory coffee as her only fare in 
order that she might carry her pitiful 
earnings to her big, lazy lout of a son 
in Brooklyn. He never worked. My 
friends difficulty was a very real one, 
for absolutely every attempt to relieve 
her was wrecked upon her mother 
heart. It all went over the river. Yet 
one would not have had her different. 
Sometimes it is only the unfamiliar 
setting- that shocks. 
When an East 


Side midnight burglar, discovered and 
pursued, killed a tenant who blocked 
his way of escape, a few weeks ago, his 
"girl" gave him up to the police. But 
it was not because he had taken hu- 
man life. "He was good to me," she 
explained to the captain whom she told 
where to find him, "but since he robbed 
the church I had no use for him." He 
had stolen, it seems*, the communion 
service in a Staten Island church. The 
thoughtless laughed. But in her ignor- 
ant way she was only trying to apply 
the standards- of morality as they had 
been taught her. Stunted, befuddled as

Col. Robert G. Ingersoll* 


New York, July 2£—Colonel PJoBert-TS 


Ingersoll died at his summer home, 
Walston-on-Hudson, near Dobbs Ferry, 
A few minutes after noon yesterday. His 
ideath was sudden and unexpected and 
resulted from heart trouble, with which 
he had been troubled since 1896. In thai 
year, during the Republican national 
Convention, he was taken ill wdth heart 
disease and had to return home. Ha 
never fully recovered from the attach 
and was under the care of Dr. A. A- 
Smith constantly. He had frequently *o 
take nitro-glycerine to aid the action of 
the heart. Mrs. Ingersoll was the only 
person in the room with him when hs 
died. Death came to him as he had re- 
cently expressed a desire it should, pain- 
lessly and without warning. 


Robert G. Ingersoll was best known 


because of his views on religious topics, 
but his introduction to the country at 
large was by reason of a political and 
not an agnostic address. It was In 1876 
•when he made the adddress nominating 
James G. Elaine for the presidency. It 
was in this speech that Mr. Blalne was 
first alluded to as the "Plumed Knight." 


Ingersoll was born in Dresden, N. Y., 


Aug. 11, 1833, and was the son of a Con- 
gregationalist minister. It is stated that 
the Rev. Mr. Ingersoll was somewhat] 
liberal in his views, and that this lib- 
erality antagonized the more orthodox 
members of his congregation. The son 
naturally agreed with his father, but 
even before he had passed out of boy- 
hood he had gone much further upon the 
liberal road than Ingersoll, Sr., had ever 
dreamed of. 


Early in the forties the Ingersolls re- 


moved to Wisconsin and a little later to 
southern Illinois. Bob Ingersoll's boy- 
hood and early manhood were passed in 
that state. At 18 he entered the office 
of his elder brother, Ebon C. Ingersoll, 
when of age was admitted to ithe Illi- 
nois bar, and with his brother opened a 
Democrats and prominent in local poli- 
tics. Ebon C. became congressman, and 
at that time it was Robert's highests 
ambition to be himself sent to the housa 
of representatives from his home dis- 
trict. In 1857 he removed to Peoria,, 
where he thought the field would be 
wider and his political ambition more 
likely to be gratified. He devoted much 
of his time to political speaking, and ac- 
quired considerable local fame. 


In I860 his opportunity came. He was 


then offered the Democratic nomination, 
in a district that was overwhelmingly 
Republican. He accepted, and was beat- 
en out of his boots. His disappointment 
was so severe that he never ran for office 
again. He settled down to the practica 
of law, but upon the breaking out of the 
civil war entered the Union army after 
organizing a regiment of cavalry, the 
Eleventh Illinois, of which he was made 
colonel. He made a reputation as a sol- 
dier for personal daring and dash. Most 
of his service was in Tennessee. 


When his term of service expired, he 


returned to Illinois. In politics he be- 
came Republican, and his rise in the le- 
gal profession was rapid. In 1866 he was 
appointed attorney general for Illinois, 
which post he filled for several years. Ten 
years later, in 1876, he became a dele- 
gate to the national Republican conven- 
tion, and his nominating speech was the 
sensation of that occasion. 


Personally Ingersoll was a jolly good 


fellow. His good nature was notable. 
He seemed to have fear of nobody. He 
used to say that he never disciplined hia 
children. It was told of him that it was | 
his custom to leave r well filled wallet i 
on the mantel of the dining room to whict | 
any member of his family had free ac- j 
cess. When the money was nearly gone, 
he filled it up and never asked any ques- 
tions as to what had become of it. His 
daughters were not allowed to go to [ 
church when they were children, and 
when they grew up they did not care to ' 
go. They never went to school a day in | 
their lives, being trained entirely by j 
their father and mother at home. 
j 


Ingersoll never denied t-faat there was 


a God. He used to say that the Bible 
was a beautiful book and he would glvn ' 
all he had if he could believe in its prom- 
ises. Upon the death of his brother he 
delivered a brief eulogy which was quot- 
erl by many as nn Indication that he was 
about to embrace Christianity, but this

John Madden died Friday afternoon 


at his home on Franklin street, aged 60 
years. He had been in poor health for 
some time, and last Friday night he 
•was thrown from his wagon. His in- 
juries were not considered serious, but 
proved worse than was at first sup- 
posed, and it soon became clear that 
his condition was critical, his general 
condition and the injuries combined 
confining him to his bed and taking his 
strength rapidly.

He also visited Wash- 
ington, D. C.. occasionally and 
en- 


joyed an intimate acquaintance with 
some of the leading public men, being 
especially friendly with Senator Frye 
of Maine. Mr. Madden was a very 
frank man and never attempted to 
conceal his views of political or local 
matters. 
He was one of the best 


known men in the city, his long resi- 
dence and business career having given 
him an extensive acquaintance with all 
classes. 


Mr. Madden's wife died a year ago 


last March, and some time afterward 
he placed a beautiful statue in St. 
Francis' church in her memory. No 
children were born to them, but they 
adopted two, both of whom are dead. 
Mr.. Madden leaves one sister, Mrs. 
Julia Sherry of this city. 
The funeral will be held at St. Francis 
church Sunday afternoon at 2.30 o'clock 
and the burial will be in

The assessors aw continuing to worry 


with the problems of increasing the val- 
uation aaid fixing thetax rate, and ex- 
pect it to bs' well into the' middle of 
August before they have their work in 
any kind of shape. The fact was pub- 
lished some time ago that the valuation 
would have to be increased som^'hing 
like $4,000,000. It will be of interest to 
taxpayers to kno-«' in connection with 
this that the rate this year will un- 
doubtedly be in the region of $20 on 
$1000 or over. Last year the rate wits 
$21.80. 


The assessors will raise the valuation 


to about $13,000,000, to. a point from 
which it will not be increased except 
by new property next year. Vnder the 
provisions of the law the rate next year 
will be only $12 for the ordinary run- 
ning expenses, but the dr-bt payments 
and other extraordinary payments will 
be raised in addition to this, so that the 
rate in coming ye-ars will not go as low 
as the statutatory $12 by any means. 


This clause which allows the raisins of 


extra expenses by taxation above- the 
$12 on $1000, will serve to keep the city's 
tax rate up to $20 for years to come, it 
is seen, which in adidtion to the in- 
crease of valuation, will furnish food 
for thought.

CHARGES ARE UNTRUE, 


New Hampshire Lost Nothing 


During Carter's Term, 


Concord, N. H,, July 22,—At a meeting 


of the governor and council last night 
a report was made public of the com- 
mittee appointed by the house of rep- 
resentatives at its last session to in- 
vestigate and Inquire into the condition 
of the state treasurer's accounts. 
The 


charges for the committee to investigate 
were made by the late Hiram F. Gerrish, 
ex-deputy state treasurer, and were In 
brief: 
"That on June 1,1891, there was 


a shortage of $WUO in the funds of the 
treasurer, afterwards increased to $6500 
and to $9500; that at the time of the an- 
nual audits, from 1891 to 1S95, certificates 
of deposit were put in to square ac- 
counts, which certificates disappeared 
Immediately after the audit; that $2500 
of shortage was represented by an en- 
velope with nothing inside it, which 
money so represented was loaned to a 
relative of the treasurer." 


The committee find upon investigation 


"That each and every one of the charges 
made as above is wholly untrue. 
With 


the exception of the amount taken by 
the burglary of June 3, 1895, the state 
of New Hampshire has not lost $1 dur- 
ing the Incumbency of Solon A. Carter 
as treasurer, and that there has not been 
a day during that time when the funds 
of the ^tat'e have not been intact or 
properly secured." 


As to the charge that the funds of the 


state have been used in the purchase of 
state bonds before maturity, and not for 
purpose of cancellation, the committee 
find that this has been done in a few 
instances, but not during the past four 
years. As.to the receipts of interest by 
the treasurer ^n deposits, the com- 
mittee found that he had received in- 
terest on deposits In the Boston de- 
pository, and that the same had been 
properly credited to the state. 
New 


Hampshire banks are not accustomed 
to allow interests on deposits, and the 
treasurer has received none from them. 


The committee recommends that the 


placing of funds in such institutions as 
will pay Interest should be regulated by 
law. 
They recommend also an increase 


In the salary of the treasurer, and say 
that he and his assistants "are entitled 
to the entire confidence of the people of 
the state."

The ag- 
gregate midsummer business is of an un- 
precedented volume and signs 'of ex- 
pansion in the demand for fall and win- 
ter goods increase. Prices, except for th( 
cereals, coffee, 
raw sugar and some 


dairy products, are either firmly held or 
tend upward. Notable among those ad- 
vanced are porZt products, petroleu^n, 
copper, tin, tin plates and raw wool, 
while the list of products unchanged in- 
cludes refined sugar, hides, leather, lead 
,and cotton. 


Industrial activity continues at the 


maximum, skilled labor being busily em- 
iploycd, but some troubles are noted 
among unskilled workers, notably streel 
car employes and longshoremen, partly 
owing to rnischievoug agitation and mid- 
cummer influences, but also, no doubt, 
to restiveness at failure of prosperous 
conditions to materialize in. their cases. 


Crop prospects are encouraging, the 


movement of grain to market is of im- 
mense volume and railroad earnings con- 
sequently are showing large increases 
over preceding years. The weakness ol 
cereals, while partly due to a cessation in 
the foreign demand developed by stories 
of crop damage, is quite as much owing 
to unprecedentedly heavy receipts of olc 
crop grain at leading pi?Tiary markets 
and the belief that present good croj; 
conditions point to liberal supplies later 
In the season. Possibilities that the 
present corn crop will equal, If not ex- 
ceed, the largest on record have de- 
pressed p\ijc[»g of this cereal to an extent 
equal to the decline In wheat.

And Building Will be Completed in About 


a Year. Red Brick Five Story Build- 


ing, 
Absolutely Fireproof in 


Construction 


Announcement is made today of the 


building of the new Richmond house 
at the corner of Main and State streets, 
concerning 
which there have 
been 


many rumors during the past year or 
so. The contracts' have been awarded 
and work wil begin tearing down, the 
old part of the present hotel structure 
within, a few weeks. It is expected to 
have the new building roofed in by 
the first of the cold weather, and the 
erection of the building- will take about 
a year. 


The new house will occupy the corner 


extending 128 feet on Main street and 67 
feet on State street, and will be five 
stories high. It will be of red brick, 
with Indiana 
limestone 
trimmings, 


which will furnish a handsome struc- 
ture of pronounced contrast to most of 
the new buildings in the city. 


The building will be absolutely fir?- 


proof in structure, according1 to the 
most modern ideas of fireproof con- 
struction. There will be no wood used 
in its erection, and with the exception 
of the doors, window casings and 
wainscottings, there will be no wood- 
work about the building when com- 
pleted. Even the floors will be of ce- 
ment, the carpets being laid on the ce- 
ment, and the Roebling system of fire- 
proof construction, unique in this city, 
will be used. 


The building will exend from the cor- 


ner of Main and State streets back on 
Main street to the extent of the Rich- 
mond property, and on State street to 
what is known as the new part of the 
present Richmond house. The building 
will contain stores1 on the first floor, 
office, dining rooms and parlors on the 
second floor, and apartments on the 
three upper floors. All the working 
parts of the hotel will be located in the 
part of the hotel now standing, includ- 
ing the kitchen and boiler rooms, doing 
away with the unpleasant features of 
having these connected closely with the 
reception parts of the hotel. The con- 
nections between the old and new parts 
of the hotel will be provided with fire- 
proof steel doors. 


The plans for the new building were 


prepared by 
Archit- ct J. 
McArthur 


Yance of Boston and Pittsfield. 
The 


main entrance will be on State street, 
and the ladies' entrance on Main street. 
These will have handsome marble, iron 
framed stairways to the office on the 
second floor, and will also- meet on the 
first floor at the elevator, which will 
i-un. through the building. The cafe 
will be on the first floor, just at the left 
of the main entrance, in the same po- 
sition it now occupies. The rest of the 
first floor will be devoted to stores. 


The corner of. the building will be 


rounded, and the effect in the office on 
the second floor, as well as from the 
exterior, w ill be especially pleasing. 
The office will be floored anil finished in 
marble, and will be a handsome room. 
Another cafe will open from the south 
side of the oflice, being just above the 
first floor cafe. The clerk's desk w ili 
be near the center of the office, afford- 
ing a view of the entire office, with 
the elevator and stairways from both 
entrances. 
The writing room «ill be 


opposite the clerk's desk, on the Main 
street side, and the parlors will open 
from the office on the opposite side. The 
dining room will open from the west 
end of the office, and will occupy that 
entire end of the new building. 


The three floors above will contain 24 


comfortable sleeping rooms connected 
with baths, and fitted up in the best 
possible shape. 
Two-thirds of 
the 


sleeping rooms are so arranged as to 
open on either State or Main streets. 


Although' the new hotel will be a 


most attractive and well arranged one, 
and will be an addition to the city's 
fine blocks and excellent hotels which 
will be appreciated by the residents 
of the city as well as by the traveling 
public. The hotel has always enjoyed 
the reputation of being a well conduct- 
ed house, and with this new building 
for it, should prove more popular than 
ever before. 


The contract for the steel frame, etc., 


has been let to Harrington, Robinson & 
Co., of Boston, and the fire-proof equip- i 
mcnt contract to the Roebling com- 
pany. 


During the building of the new house-, 


the hotel will be conducted without in- 
convenience in the recently handsomely 
furnished present hotel building. The 
part that will be torn down is separated 
from the part now used, so that the 
building will cause no inconvenience, 
and Landlord Frank P. Wood, who has 
conducted the house since May 1, will 
retain charge of the house. He is a 
genial man who has become popular 
with the patrons of the house and has 
kept it well filled throughout the sum- '.
